Aa to tbe proweaa of our 
cuiseiis. atid their aupeiior fitness to 
make soldiers, no doubt ever existed a- 
mong any class of men. It waa equally 
unnecessary and absurd to go to war to 
piove that. 
The proudest advantages 
uf the wai^ therefore, are mere exempli- 
ficutions of opinione that every intelli­ 
gent man held before, and to direct us 
l > pui sue that policy which oneauctof 
pol'ticiaiis amoi<g us have uniformly en- 
loixed. 
But where do we find an in- 
»lance ofa wise government going to war 
to discover ita ii ue policy ? or where to 
prove to the world tbat iu ciiiaeoa are 
brave undirarlikef There I» no auch 
instance— Nob not even in our owiii Ée- 
bte. vascilluting. poor administration — 
When, tlierofo'-e, you hear our adminis­ 
tration, and ita presses, and it» adherents, 
bUxoning forth the vicmrica of our navy 
and our armies, it is a delusion practis­ 
ed to beguile the pa»^ona at tlie ex- 
penec of the underranding. They feel 
ito im>re pride of country, or love ol 
fame, than other men { and when they 
tell you, (throwing out of view the de­

Wo have aubmilted to an article 
made without iestruçtions, and dicuted 
to us by Great-Britain« contrary to our 
wishea, permitting an interference on 
tbe pai t of Qlfeat-Brhain aa to our ter­ 
ritorial righta witbbi the boundaries of 
our own coufttfy« by yielfUng to her 
wishes h) restoring to the

conquest. A principle which wc re­ 
belled against in tha early conferencca 
upon the treaty, and a principle which 
neither GreatlBritam or Spain would 
ever concede or allow to any nation, in 
tbeir1mo»t reoMto or most unimportant 
dependeuciea. 


Lastly, ai^d moatly Inglorloua of all, 
our administration have¿endonad those 
rights which they profdl|M to ostahlish 
by the war—vis.

That thev fully accord in the policy 
recma mended, of avoiding, by prudent 
regulation, the occurrence ofcircum-

gation of Americao veaipis, axclualvely 
by American »eamen, either nativea, or
